method of lowering intraocular pressure comprising administering a therapeutically 
effective amount of said composition. The novel and non-obvious aspect of this 
invention is the 5-membered monocyclic ring containing A, B, and D. The closest prior 
art of record (Journal of Medicinal Chemistry, 1996, Vol. 39, No. 15, p. 2954) fails to 
teach or suggest the five-membered ring found in applicant's instantly claimed 
compound(s), pharmaceutical composition, or method of use.
